Altoona, Pa., March 11.—Protest against the .re-vival of 


joint conferences between miners and operators today was 
sent to Secretary of Labor 'Davis by G. Webb Shillingford, 
President of the Central Coal Association. 
Mr. Shillingford 


said the joint conference set up a monopoly of union labor and 
that to submit to wage scales and rules interfered with ef- 
ficiency, resulting in inflated costs and unreliability of pro- 
duction. He said the association members are ready to meet 
their employes, whether union or non-union, to discuss a new 
scale, and asked the Federal authorities not to complicate 
the situation.

mit to wage scales and tufas that in- 
terfere with efficiency, regardless of 
local conditions, resulting in inflat- 
ed costs; unreliability of service to' 
consumers and localities 
dependent 


upon union mines ,and, compelling the 
operators to collect union dues. These 
leaders now "wishing to secure the ad- 
ministration's influence toward con- 
tinuing - the 
Central 
Competitive 


Field conferences still persist in an 
attempt to set up a super-govern-' 
ment by securing control of the coal 
industry 
They are not only endea- 


voring to maintain a war scale of 
wages, hut demand a reduction in the 
hours of labor and number of clays 
work, which will increase the cost of 
coal to an absurd figure They wil- 
fully ijmore" all economic laws and 
competitive conditions.

These fields include 
Pocahontas, New River, Tug Rivei 
and Upper Potomac fields of West 
Virg-inia; Maryland; Somerset coun- 
ty.Westmoreland county and Payette 
County of Pennsylvania. 
The (wage 


'scales -in these fields are much less 
than those in. effect in this district, 
having been readjusted to meet living 
costs and present economic conditions 
in the natural markets of the eastern 
coal fields; hence their cost of pro- 
duction is much below. the cost of 
production in Central Pennsylvania. 


The wage scales in Central Penn- 


sylvania must 
necessarily be based 


upon the conditions in the territory 
just named and not upon the condi- 
tions in the Sentral Competitive Field 
The elimination of the Central Com- 
petitive Field as the basing point for 
the industry is essential to-the pros- 
perity of the outlying districts and is 
particularly necessary to the future 
prosperity of Central Pennsylvania. 


The present policy of the United 


Mine Workers of America prohibits I 
anv agreement being reached in the' 
outlying districts until an agreement! 
has been consummated in the Cetnral 
Competitive Field. This means that 
the-miners of Central Pennsylvania 
w.i'11 be ordered to suspend work 'on 
A.pril 1st without having had the au- 
thority to negotiate a new .wage 
scale.

In 1919, although the war was over 


the union operators of ttie country 
were forced into arbitration and 
a 


".ontract that has 
resulted in'com- 


ilete demoralization of the trade and 
business formerly enjoyed by union 
operators and , their employees. 
At 


the present time the public is demand 
!ng efficiency, reasonable prices and 
a dependable supplv of 
coal.- 
The 


•°.ountry is now gettinir a large per- 
centage of its needs from non-union 
fields where men are being pai'd from 
60 to SO per cent higher than pre- 
war wages. -This tonnage can fee ma- 
terially increased and will be. after 
Arrril 1st. with the result that union 
mines and miners will suffer from a 
loss of established trade for years to 
some. 


The Central Coal Association has 


repeatedly requested the officials of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
of this district to meet them and dis- 
cuss a revision of wages to meet eco- 
nomic conditions, -but in each instance 
this request has been refused, such 
refusal having been directed by the 
national president of the United Mine 
Workers of America. However, the 
members of the 
Central Coal Asso- 


ciation <st .ill stand ready to meet the 
representatives 
of ^ their emp'loees, 


whether union OB non-union, in order 
to negotiate a nelw schedule of wages 
and rules to take the place of the /me. 
expiring on March 31, 1922.

GERMANY TAKING 


JAPAN'S TRADE 


IN FAR EAST

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Toildy (by mail to United Press).^— 


Germany has made a strong showing 
in the 'first skirmishes of her new war 
with Japan in the Par East—a com- 
mercial war for'foreign trade. 


German beer and German conrete 


are underselling Japanese products in 
most of the South Sea Islands, ac 
cording to reports here. 


Germany has not been back in these 


markets very long and her competi- 
tion does not yet include her pre-war 
range of products.. .The South Seas 
beer and concrete markets are not, of 
themselves of tremendous importance. 
But trade authorities here attach 
much significance to German ability 
at this time to put these supplies into 
Japanese trade territory at prices 
said to be below Japanese cost of pro- 
duction. 


"If Germany can do this now, she 


can win much .bigger trade battles 
out here^ before long,{' they say. 


Japanese business men; continue to 


be distressed and alarmed over their 
foreign trade situation 
Imports con- 


tinue to increase and exports to de- 
decrease, thus making greater Japan's 
unfavorable trade balance. 


A small item in the total, but one 


particularly galling from the Japanese 
trade standpoint, is that Chinese pa- 
per umbrellas and Chinese matches 
are being imported 
into Japan in 


greatly increased quantities. 
Japan 


had formerly exported large quanti- 
ties of these articles to China, and had 
imported negligible quantities of them 
from China. 
A recent report said 


that about 32,000 Chinese paper um- 
brellas per month are now being sent 
to Japan, whereas a few years ago the 
average was about 250 per month. 


"Japanese prices must be reduced, 


or Japan will lose much more of her 
foreign trade," is the burden of num- 
erous warnings sounded here by bank- 
ers and trade authorities. 


R. Ichinomiya, formerly New York 


manager of the Yokohoma Specie 
Bank said that ^'Japanese prices, that 
are now the highest in the world must 
be reduced." 


"If Japan could>nbsorb all he'r sur- 


plus goods," he said, "high prices here 
might be endured. "But when her 
manufacturers depend on selling the 
goods in world markets lower prices 
must be ecected. Competing countries 
have lower prices in the battle for the 
world trade, and Japanese manufac- 
turers are handicapped by high price 
quotations when they enter competi- 
tion."

A very serious industrial crisis con- 


fronts Japan, according to the declar- 
ation of Baron Sakatani, former Min- 
ister of Finance. The increasingly un- 
favorable balance of trade and labor 
unrest-in Japan are alarming, he de- 
clared. •

Ntfeierous failures and 
efiornious losses have aroused public opinion on the subject, 
gb^lieve that the practical solution' may be found by requiring 
qfcalers in such securities to be licensed by the State, under 
pa-oper safeguards for the protection of the investing public, 
and by subjecting their business to inspection and investigation 
as in the case oi ordinary banks and trust companies.

There has lately bee ncreated a Department of Public 


Welfare. This is not a new activity of the S.tate, but rather a 
^-.organization of the old Board of Public Charities, wltfi 'in. 
Creased jurisdiction and -amplified power's. The purposes of 
the department is to administer, in a more systematic and 
business-like manner, the charitable and penal institutions of 
trie State. It operates m a humanitarian field which enlists 
our.ienderest sympathies and noblest impulses. The depart- 
l^ent should be fully organized and supported in order to 
(firry on the beneficent purpose for which it is created. 
I" 
I am tully convinced that a greater degree of self-govern- 


ment should be permitted to cities and otner municipalities 
Buh to industrial developments and economic changes there 
fefeus been a rapid tendency in the last'tew years for our pop- 
fbtion to concentrate in towns and" cities. 
This condition has 


p-oduced a great variety of municipal problems and a mass of 
ttew legislation, more or less of an experimental character. 
I have reached the definite conclusion that theie are many 
»cal matters affecting the political, social, physical and moral 
well l».'ii)g of communities which may \viscly be leit by the 
$t:itc to the people who are immediately concerned. I would 
ngt favor a degree of independence which would result in 
<mnfu.sion, but there should be permitted the largest possible 
opportunity for the development oi all kinds of worthy com- 
munal activities.

There should"bo the highest degree of co-ordination and 


Cooperation between the various departments oL government. 
Gem plaints have been made and given wide circulation that 
there are ovcrlappings and duplications of authority and that 
there arc useless and unnecessary employes on the pay roll of 
(!b« State. 
The Commission ior the re-organization of the 
State Government, created by the Legislature of 3921, is now 
engaged in making a comprehensive study oi our complicated 
form of government with a view of simplifying the same and 
eliminating the waste arising:from unnecessary functions and 
employes. I shall favor the enactment of such legislation as 
will produce tne largest meat me oi economy consistent with 


the efficient operation of all departments of ^,^>T^^ • 


We cannot overlook industrial conditions' Business'Jias 


fallen into the trough of depression. Indusiiries are closed 'or 
on part time and the workers are suffering for want of em- 
ployment. Every energy within the power of the State should 
be exerted to the utmost to bi-ing about a restoration of normal 
bus no- 3 conditions, to the end that labor may be profitably em- 
ployed and business rewarded with a reasonable return. 
There arc more than one million six hundred thousand of our 
people employed in industrial pursuits. 
Our prosperity is 


dependent upon their earning power. It has been the peculiar 
concern of our State to provide adequate laws for the regula- 
tion of labor conditions and for the care of those who suiler 
from Accident and death while in the pursuit of their employ- 
ment, as well as for their wives and children and immediate 
dependents. I am in favor of the effective and just administra- 
tion 'of all those humanitarian laws which have been enacted 
for the protection^ gaiety and support of that great and useful 
oody ot our population Who find employment-in the industries. 


Just at present our farmers are feeling {he pinch of bus- 


iness depression xnqre keenly than any other class. The -price 
of staple agricultural products has dropped below cost oi' pro- 
ductior, while the prices of implements, fertilizers, seeds and 
other articles essential to farming have fallen but slightly 
This inequality is calculated to produce disastrous results 
Unless the farmers are given bejtter prices for their products 
or are enabled to Supply their necessities at much lower costs 
there is going to be a dearth in the production oi articles of 
ioocl. We cannot be unjust to that great body of industrious 
citizens who till our farms without jeopardizing the bread 
supply. A complete remedy perhaps does not lie within the 
powers of the State, but -every endeavor should be put forth 
to restore the economic balance which will put agriculture

<erve the needs of the farmers by supplying them with up-to- 
date information (iand giving them access to every scientific 
aid through iesea£eW and experimentation to assist them in 
producing Jitter results Jn crops and herds.1 The Agricultural 
ij>epar,LmcJit,< in fa<$dlfciip${ to aiding in production, should give 
every"possible assistance to the farmers in their efforts to se- 
cure ,nv>re ..direqt and profitable marketing facilities.

poses. The statement to this effect 
was attributed to a 
county official 


and upon receipt of several request, 
to verify that alleged view of the 
law The Progress took the matter up 
with County Solicitor Woodward this 
morning and asked 
him to tell us 


just what the law provides in this 
regard. 


The County Solicitor said that so 


far as liability for taxes was concern- 
ed the female voter was under the 
same obligation to pay as the male 
voter, with the exception that in the 
case 
of the 
female voter the Tax 


J Collector is powerless 
to force 
the 


collection of the taxes assessed if the 
woman 
is without property. 
The 


present law empowers the Tax,Col- 
lector to seize the body of the 'male 
ypter or taxpayer and slap him in 
jail if he doesn't pay his taxes, but 
there is no law on the Pennsylvania 
Statute books at present which per- 
mits the Tax Collector to be so rude 
with 
the female taxpayer. Hence, 


every woman who desires to vote 
must qnalifv for the exercise of her 
right of suffrage the same as 
the 


male voter, but if she does not vote 
and odes not see fit to pay the per- 
sonal taxes assessed against her, she 
don't have to, as 
there is no law 


eomrelUnir her to do so. So the

cwning women, under piesent legis 
lat on. is bound up in the proposition 
of vote or no vote.
